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EPRESSION JUST ABOUT always arrives 
with the consent of the governed. Benjamin 
Franklin memorably warned that those who 
would trade liberty for safety deserve neither. 
But what did Franklin know about Al Qaeda and or- 


ange alerts and shady people with Arabic names picked 


up on the Brooklyn Bridge, practically in the shadow 
of where you-know-what happened almost two years 
ago? And what have you got to hide, anyway? 

The sixth annual Muzzle Awards, which single out 
10 enemies of free speech and personal liberties, 
come amid a wave of repression. Last Fourth of July 
— when the first post-9/11 Muzzles were unveiled 


— was a time 
guarded optimism. Congress 
had quickly and spinelessly 
passed the USA Patriot Act, but 
so little use had been made of it 
by then that we wrote, “Fortu- 
nately, to date there have been 
more portents of oppression 
than actual oppression.” 

A year later, that optimism has 


of trouble, but it was also a time of 


given way to bitter reality. In 
May, the Justice Department — 
headed by the order-obsessed 
attorney general, John Ashcroft 
— issued a report to Congress 
admitting that it had used the 
Patriot Act to go after people 
whose alleged criminal activities 
— including the sale of illegal 
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drugs, credit-card fraud, and the 


like — had nothing to do with 
terrorism. Ashcroft’s minions 
also conceded that they had 
jailed nearly 50 people in secret 
because they were thought to be 
material witnesses in connection 
with the 9/11 investigation. 
One might think that secret 

detention would be about as 
low as we could get. But 
Ashcroft is now looking for 
more, in the form of the Patriot 
Act II, which would give the 
government even greater pow- 
ers to snoop into what we say, 
what we read, and what we 
think. Bet that some form of it 
will pass. No member of Con- 
gress wants to face re-election 
in 2004 having to admit that he 
or she rejected an opportunity 
to, you know, protect us simply 
out of concern about an out- - 
moded idea such as liberty.

EVER BEFORE HAS mainstream cul- 

ture been as primed to grant full mari- 

tal equality to same-sex couples as it is 
now. Last month, the Court of Appeal for 
Ontario ruled that gay-male and lesbian cou- 
ples should be allowed to marry. Last week, 
the United States Supreme Court 
struck down a Texas law prohibit- 
ing sex between two people of the 
same gender; the language in 
Justice Anthony Kennedy’s opin- 
ion was so respectful of the digni- 
ty of gay people that when he 
read his decision from the bench, 
a number of courtroom observers 
openly wept. 

This month, the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court is expect- 
ed to rule in the case of Goodridge et al. v. 
Department of Public Health. \f decided for 
the plaintiffs, the case would give same-sex 
couples in Massachusetts the right to marry. 
This would be the right and just thing to do 


LTHOUGH SOME still try, no one can le- 

gitimately argue that lesbians and gay men 
are not closely woven into the fabric of our so- 
ciety. Census data from 2000 shows that there 
are at least 17,099 same-sex couples in the 
Commonwealth. Gay people, as the “80s-era 
bumper sticker goes, are everywhere. And the 
plaintiffs in Goodridge demonsirate this: 
among the seven couples are an investment 
adviser, a Web-site developer, an engineer, an 
administrator of higher education, a dentist, 
and a business vice-president; attorneys, social 
workers, public-school teachers, and nonprofit 
administrators; and eight parents 

Some of their experiences show just how 

inadequate wills, health-care proxies, and 
powers of attorney — the only current means 
by which gay and lesbian couples can legally 
protect their relationships — actually are 
Take Hillary and Julie Goodridge, the lead 
plaintiffs in the lawsuit. Eight years ago, Julie 
gave birth to the couple’s daughter Annie via 
cesarean section. During the 
birth, Annie inhaled fluid and 
was rushed to the neonatal- 
intensive-care unit. With the 
medical emergency, Hillary 





who was a legal stranger to both 





Annie, whom she obviously had- 
n't yet adopted, and Julie, to 
whom she obviously is not mar- 
ried — was thrown into a horri 
fying limbo. She immediately fol 
lowed Annie out of the operating room to the 
neonatal unit, where nurses at first tried to 
prevent her from seeing her daughter. When 
she left Annie’s side to go back to Julie and 
update her about Annie’s status, she had to 
present herself as Julie’s sister in order to gain 
access to the surgical-recovery room. By the 
time she left Julie to go back to see Annie, the 
nursing shift at the neonatal-intensive-care 
unit had changed and no one knew who she 
was. For 20 hours, Hillary went back and 
forth between Annie and Julie, sometimes 
cajoling the nurses, sometimes pleading with 
them, and sometimes lying to them in order to 
gain access to her infant daughter and her life 
partner. Before Annie’s birth, the Goodridges 
had executed health-care proxies so that they 
could have access to — and make medical de- 
cisions for — each other in an emergency. 
But in a true emergency, such as the one they 
faced with Annie’s birth, the proxy wasn’t 
worth the paper it was printed on. 

Attorney General Tom Reilly has put forth 
three arguments for continuing to deny same- 
sex couples the right to marry: the state’s in- 
terest in preserving the link between marriage 








and procreation; creating a favorable setting 
for raising children; and containing costs to 
the Commonwealth. As the Goodridges’ story 
shows, procreation isn’t limited to heterosex 
ual couples. Even if it were, moreover, it’s not 
a legitimate state interest. No state in the 
country, for instance, man

Romney vetoes health and human services 


Last Monday, Governor Mitt Romney vetoed 
$201 million in funding for state programs as 
part of a $22.1 billion budget for fiscal year 
(FY) 2004, which began on July 1. Predictably 
enough, health and human services took the 
brunt of his budget ax. Indeed, the governor's 
vetoes have slashed spending for the 
Executive Office of Health and Human 
Services and the Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs by as much as $100 million — which 
accounts for half of all the cuts 

The latest whacks come on top of $1 billion 
in spending reductions to human-services 
programs since the state’s fiscal crisis took 
hold in 2001. And they follow some pretty 
consistent patterns. For one, the governor's 
vetoes continue what advocates call the 
“reprehensible” assault on small state 
agencies providing social services. The 
administration hammered away at the 
Massachusetts Commission for the Blind by 
chopping $1.35 million from its account — or 
five percent. It slashed almost $1.1 million 
from the Massachusetts Rehabilitative 
Commission, which provides support and 
employment services for disabled people. And 
it wiped out all $318,777 for reading programs 
for the blind. “The irony,” notes Massachusetts 
Human Services Coalition head Steve Collins, 
“is that these services help people with 
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disabilities live productive lives so they won't 
have to depend upon public assistance.” 

Romney went after health-related initiatives 
with similar abandon. Clearly, his 
administration deserves credit for restoring 
Prescription Advantage, the $98 million 
prescription-drug program for the elderly and 
disabled, as well as for reinstating health 
insurance for some 36,000 chronically 
unemployed residents. But it also vetoed the 
entire $2.8 million for Medicaid coverage for 
cervical- and breast-cancer treatment for poor 
women. If that veto is sustained, advocates 
say, Massachusetts will become the only state 
in the nation not to implement the program, 
which is primarily paid for with federal funds. 

On ihe public-health front, meanwhile, 
funding for disease prevention and health 
promotion continues its two-year-long descent 
into the abyss. The administration completely 
gutted compulsive-gambling treatment 
($654,942), teen-suicide prevention 
($125,000), and prostate-cancer prevention 
($1 million), among a host of other programs. 

By far, Romney has dealt his harshest blow 
to civil-legal-aid services for poor and 
underserved populations (see “Legally Blind,” 
News and Features, March 13). He completely 
eliminated funding for the Massachusetts 
Legal Assistance Corporation (MLAC), 


this just in 


slashing the $7.6 million that advocates and 
their legislative allies had worked to restore 
Likewise, he wiped out the $501,085 for the 
Mental Health Legal Advisors Committee, and 
the $500,000 for the Massachusetts 
Correctional Legal Services. The veto is 
shocking, given that Romney, in his “House 1” 
recommended budget last February, had 
appropriated $6 million for these services. 
Says MLAC director Lonnie Powers, “The 
governor's veto undermines all our efforts to 
ensure equal justice to those who cannot 
afford private attorneys.” 

For advocates like Powers, though, the fight 
isn't over yet. Next Monday, July 7, the 
legisiature will vote on which vetoes to override 
And because of Democratic majorities in the 
House and Senate, virtually any of the 
governor's vetoes can be overridden — if, that 
is, advocates can win sympathy from the 
House, where budget allocations must 
originate. As state representatives — or, more 
correctly, House Speaker Tom Finneran — mull 
over how to vote, human-services advocates 
are lobbying for their programs to be included 
on the master “lst” of overrides. “It’s 99 percent 
sure a veto will be overridden if it makes the 
list? Collins explains. The challenge, of course 
is making it, especially when the governor 
issued 370 vetoes in all 

As Collins puts it, “We hope legislators will 
move to override these vetoes. At the very 
least, we hope they'll defend their own budget” 
numbers.

Book! from A Likely Story, an 
independent, locally owned bookstore in Old Town Alexandria, Virginia 
As previously reported on the Publishers Weekly Web site, the Bush 
camp had been calling around, hunting for copies of the children’s 
hardback, and A Likely Story was able to provide one. “They seemed 
quite pleased that we had come up with it” says store manager 


Morning Readers didn’t suggest going to local libraries — not only 
because Mrs. Bush used to be a librarian, but because the initiative to 
purchase books through Amazon.com was cloaked as a drive to 
benefit First Read, a literacy nonprofit dedicated to giving “children 
from low-income families the opportunity to read and own their first 
new books.” As Egan points out, “If they are trying to reach people for 
whom reading has not been the highest priority, then you need to 
reach everyone, even those who do not own a computer or have a 
credit card to use with Amazon.” 

But what's even worse is that the staffer who originally bought Book! 
Book! Book! from Egan's store actually returned the copy after the 
show. And she didn’t ask for store credit — she wanted a full refund 
“'m the person who ran [the staffer's] charge card,” says Egan. “And | 
hope that | was actually smiling when | did it, but my little insides were 
aquiver.” Egan says she doesn't understand why a pro-literacy initiative 
couldn't find something else to do with the book rather than ask for its 
money back. “It was fairly disappointing; | assumed that they probably 
would’ve donated it to a library.” 

Egan realizes that the offense wasn't that big a deal. “You hate to 
make a mountain out of a molehill,” she says. “But it just felt bad, 
especially in light of [our government] promoting small businesses as a 
way of revitalizing the economy.”

This has also become a more dangerous culture in which to devi- 
ate from the official line, as celebrities such as Natalie Maines, Tim 
Robbins, Susan Sarandon, and others have learned. Then again, we 
live in a time when even members of the political opposition can’t 
do what they are supposed to do — that is, to oppose — without 
having their patriotism castigated by the well-honed attack machine 
of the Republican Party. We have just fought the first “preventive” 
war in our history. The deadly weapons that were the Bush adminis- 
tration’s stated reason for invading Iraq appear not to exist. And 
anyone who dares point this out is accused of being anti-American, 
or French, which these days is more or less the same thing. 

Inevitably, the Muzzle Awards have also taken a turn toward the 
dark side. In place of books banned from school libraries we have a 
college professor questioned by the FBI for no reason other than his 
Iraqi background. We have a 60-year-old man arrested for trespass- 
ing because he refused to take off his anti-war T-shirt at the mall. We 
have legislators working not to protect our liberties but to take still 
more of them away, filing bills to saddle anti-war protesters with 
backbreaking costs and to keep students who hail from countries that 
sponsor terrorism out of public colleges and universities.

As it 
turned out, the outcome of his very public 
statement was depressingly predictable. 

Matthew Hale, the head of a white- 
supremacist organization called the World 
Church of the Creator, announced that he in- 
tended to lead a pro-white march in Lewis- 
ton. Hale never made it: he was arrested in 
Chicago before he could head for Maine and 
charged with seeking the murder of a federal 
judge, which kind of goes with the territory 
when you're in the white-supremacist racket. 
Still, according to an account in the Portland 
Phoenix, about 45 haters gathered in front 
of the National Guard armory to denounce 
Somalis and Jews. 

But what was heartening — and what 
clinches Mayor Raymond’s Muzzle — was 
taking place elsewhere in the city.

AFTER STATION FIRE, KEEPS 
TIGHT LID ON PUBLIC RECORDS 


The stonewalling began even before most 
of us had absorbed the enormity of what 
had happened. On February 20, a tragically 
ill-conceived decision to set off pyrotech- 
nics during a Great White concert at the 
Station, a nightclub in West Warwick, 
Rhode Island, led to an inferno. Ultimately 
100 people died, and many others suffered 
horrible injuries from which they will never 
fully recover. 

Less than a week later, the Boston Globe 
was reporting that news organizations were 
having trouble getting the town to turn over 
public records. Town officials said they 
would require the news media to file Free- 
dom of Information Act requests for records 
such as fire-safety-inspection reports, the 
sort of documents that reporters can ordi- 
narily look at just by walking into town hall 
and asking. 

In West Warwick, it would appear, records 
are public only so long as no one really 
wants to look at them. 

There is more than enough blame to go 
around. But the coveted Muzzle goes to 
Timothy Williamson, a Coventry Democrat 
who is an elected member of the General As- 
sembly, representing Coventry and West 
Warwick, and is also the appointed town so- 
licitor in West Warwick. 

Williamson might have thought that the 
interests of his constituents would never 
conflict with those of his clients. But that’s 
exactly what has happened following the

Third — and what 
brings us to the reason for 
this Muzzle — is that the Red Sox succeeded 
in granting themselves a virtual monopoly in 
selling its own magazine and scorecard. A 14- 
year-old competitor, the independent Boston 
Baseball, can no longer be sold on Yawkey 
Way. The outdoor turnstiles have forced the 
magazine’s street hawkers farther from the 
stadium — and, thus, farther from cus- 
tomers. It is literally unbelievable. A legitimate 
publisher can no longer offer his magazine on 
a public street, whereas his competitor is able 
to keep ringing up sales. It’s as though the 
Boston Globe had persuaded City Hall to ban 
distribution of the Boston Herald 

Boston Baseball publisher Michael Rutstein 
filed suit in federal court last year, but he 
withdrew his suit this spring, no doubt at least 
in part because of the expense. (Rutstein did 
not return several telephone and e-mail re- 
quests for comment before the Phoenix's 
deadline.) He told the Herald in March that 
his case was “fraught with difficulties.” Earli- 
er, though, Rutstein had told the paper that 
his sales were down 56 percent last Septem- 
ber, when the plan first took effect. 

In the current issue, Rutstein writes that his 
magazine is a buck cheaper than the Sox’ and 
“comes with a free pencil.” He adds, “The Red 
Sox and the City can banish us from Yawkey 
Way, but as long as we have a superior prod- 
uct, baseball fans will continue to seek us out.” 

As an aside, both the Globe and the Herald 
editorialized in favor of the Yawkey Way plan, 
citing the improved experience for fans and 
the increased revenue for owners looking for 
a way to preserve historic Fenway Park. (The 
Phoenix has editorialized against it.) 

But what the Globe failed to do was dis-

Jeff Marshall invests himself in the Paradise history 


BY JONATHAN PERRY 


ou almost expect local rock and roll impresario 

Jeff Marshall to emerge from his office on Comm 

Ave like a hydra — with several heads on his 
shoulders. He’s worn that many hats: club promoter, booking 
agent, record-label honcho, tour manager. In his newest ca- 
pacity — Managing Director of Live Entertainment and Mar- 
keting for the Lyons Group — he oversees all Lyons-owned 
music venues in the city, in addition to performing sundry 
other duties 

“!'m the one who has to fight the 800-pound gorilla if we 
have a problem,” says Marshall. These days, a lot of Mar- 
shall’s time and attention is focused on the Paradise Rock 
Club, which under his stewardship is undergoing a bit of a 
facelift — not to mention an attitude adjustment as it ap- 
proaches its silver anniversary. We spoke with Marshall 
about this process one afternoon, during a rare quiet mo- 
ment in the recently renovated Paradise Lounge, formerly 
the dance-club hot spot known as M80. Here’s some of what 
he had to say. 

Q: It seems fitting that as the Paradise approaches its 25th 
anniversary, it's returning to its roots as a live-music club. In 
the past few years, the rub was that bands would have to go 
on early and be booted out early to make room for “Euro- 
haus.” What prompted that shift in emphasis back to live 
music, and what's the transition been like? 

A: The transition back to live rock and roll was Patrick 
[Lyons’s] idea and vision when he bought the club back from 
[previous owner] Seth Greenberg. Two years ago, when that 
transaction went through and Patrick was the sole owner of 
the Paradise Rock Club 
again, he made the sole deci- 
sion of saying the Paradise is 
going to be all rock and roll 
that we're going to develop 
and maintain this relationship 
that we have with Clear 
Channel, and we're going to 
give them what they want —

a pretty overwhelming task — to be able to translate and ex- 
plain to people what this building has meant to Boston rock 
and roll for the past 25 years. That task is huge and ongoing, 
and we continually try to figure out how we're going to posi- 
tion that this fall. Are there going to be special concerts? I’m 
shooting too high, but | would /ove to have U2 come back 
You look at some of the people who have come through here 
— the Police, Blondie, Elvis Costello — and you'd love to pull 
some of those people back here 

Q: What are the benefits and drawbacks to having a club 
in this location, where it's not tied into the clubs in Central 
Square or the clubs along Lansdowne Street? > Does the 
name, to some extent, sell the club? 

A: It is an island unto itself. But the name is synonymous 
with rock-and-roll history, and | think the name alone, and its 
ability to persist for so many years regardless of what's hap- 
pened in ownership [has helped]. It’s maintained its integrity 
throughout the years as a great rock-and-roll room, so it’s 
not tough to get people to come here. But it is difficult as a 
hang spot, because parking is very limited. But we're trying 
to get it into people’s heads, that if they live within a half a 
mile of this place, they can get on the T and come here and 
have a drink and hang out. We really have a lot of work in 
front of us. But we've been low-key about [publicizing] the 
lounge so far, and | think there’s [a benefit] to people discov- 
ering something on their own, because then it feels like it’s 
theirs and not something that was pounded down their 
throat. And if people have a sense of discovery and owner- 
ship, they'll continue to come here 

Q: The Paradise has had its share of 
peaks, valleys, and troubles in the past, 
REPLAY: and there was a time not so long ago 
i would when it had been closed and there was 
va speculation about whether it would ever 
rar } re-open, or whether the club had finally 
run its course. Were you at all worried 
about your ability to maintain contro! and 
a healthy atmosphere here? 

A: We came up here with an agenda of 
tightening the reins and pulling the busi- 
ness model together, creating a more 
friendly environment from the door to the 
bar, and overcoming the problems the 
place had — with the police, with the 
community, with the fire department. And 
erasing all of that negativity that existed 
Bringing a sense of community back, cre- 
ating a value for people who walked 
through the door, and making this room 
something people think of as a good time 
— that’s our constant mission. | want 
people who are 21 who are coming to shows now to be 
able to say years from now, “I can remember my first show 
at the Paradise” — and that it meant something to them.

hen | ponder the Paradise, | think back on 
nights good (drinking backstage with Jake

Back before | used to go to shows for free, and | had to save 
up my money, and | wasn’t able to get into 21-plus shows, 
anything that was all-ages, | would go to. No matter who it 
was. | really didn’t care. The Paradise used to do, either Sat- 
urday or Sunday afternoon, what were called hardcore mati- 
nees. Those shows could include anything from serious, 
thrashy bands from D.C. to the Del Fuegos. But they did tend 
to be hardcore shows. | was getting more and more into punk 
rock, and as a result was throwing out more and more of my 
old record collection. Anything | had liked as a kid that was 
mainstream rock — particularly anything before 
1977....| was a teenager, so | was very susceptible to being 
carried away by the punk movement. In any case, | was there 
for a matinee — this is in the mid-’80s — and | saw a band 
called Stranglehold. They were a local band, and Chris Do- 
herty, from Gang Green, which was one of the biggest hard- 
core acts around here, was playing guitar with them. That 
was kind of a big deal. They went on, and much to my pleas- 
ant surprise they weren't playing real thrashy, hardcore 

nusic, they were playing something much more like British 
punk rock: a little slower, a little hookier, very much in the vein 
of a band like the Sex Pistols. The singer even sang with a bit 
of a British accent. They had sing-along choruses, and they 
were really just great. But the thing that really blew me away, 
and had the biggest impact on me at the time, and I'll never 
forget, was they ended their set with a Kiss song, “Rock and 
Roll All Night.” This was before I'd ever heard the Replace- 
ments’ Let it Be, where they do [Kiss’s] “Black Diamond,” be- 
fore I'd ever seen the Replacements live, when they did these 
cover tunes from the "70s. It was a huge eye-opener for me 
because there | was, just pogoing along to a Kiss song, and 
realizing that it was okay to be into this music. It was the first

everyone else?” Bartley’s 
first lawyer, Ronald Coles, was quoted as 
saying of Demers, “If the umbrellas had 
said Christian National Beef Franks, | 
don’t think he would have been offended. 
The fact is, they have a code-enforcement 

ri officer who is a bigot.” And just to square 
the circle, Kenneth Pines, a regional sales 
manager for Hebrew National and a son of 
the founder, told the paper, “This is clear- 
cut anti-Semitism.” 

Bartley spray-painted over the offending 
words so that they wouldn’t be readable, but 
was told that wasn’t good enough, and that 
he was still liable for thousands of dollars 
worth of fines. So this year — according to 
a decidedly low-key statement e-mailed to 
the Phoenix by Maya Alexandri, Bartley’s 
new lawyer, from the high-profile, Washing- 
ton, DC-based civil-rights law firm of 


* Wilmer, Cutler & Pickering — Bartley’s is 
; operating sans umbrellas until the dispute 
g has been resolved. 
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Demers, for his part, has denied it all — 
the selective enforcement, and certainly the 
anti-Semitic remarks. And some tidbits have 
emerged that would appear to support his 
side. Last February the York County Coast 
Star reported that some of Bartley’s 
competitors had considered him to 
be a regular abuser of the 
town’s sign ordinance 
and that, in the past, a 

few of their own busi- 
nesses had been ordered 
by Demers to take down 
umbrellas bearing Budweis 
er and Coca-Cola logos. 

What all this adds up to is 
a mess. But at the very least, 
Demers has earned a Muzzle 
for the sort of high-handed, 
petty bureaucracy that is the 
bane of small towns every- 
where, hassling local busi- 
ness people in an overzeal- 
ous attempt to stamp out 
commercial messages 

We'll leave it to the courts to decide 
whether Demers went as far as Bartley claims 


he did.

Just two months before its offer, in 
July 2002, a Rhode Island Superior Court 
judge ordered the diocese to open its 
records about abusive priests. When the 


diocese appealed to the state’s Supreme 


Court, it was urged to go into mediation in- 
stead. 

To its credit, once the diocese decided to 
mediate, says Carl DeLuca, a Warwick, 
Rhode Island, attorney who represents 33 of 
the 37 victims, “Church leaders treated my 
clients great.” The settlement includes an av 
erage payment of $400,000 per victim. On 
top of that, the victims’ therapy bills will be 
paid for life. More important, as part of the 
agreement, diocesan leaders had to listen to 
victims relay how the trauma and shame of 
clergy sexual abuse have affected their lives. 
Notes DeLuca, “I cannot tell you what that 
did to victims to finally be treated the way 
they had expected by their church.” 

Still, the decade’s worth of iron-fisted tac- 
tics has had an effect. Frank Fitzpatrick, of 
the Cranston, Rhode Island—based Survivors 
Connection, describes the mood among vic- 
tims and their families as “mixed.” On the 
one hand, people are glad the long struggle 
has finally subsided. On the other hand, they 
know the diocese has gotten away with not 
revealing what it knew about its rogue cler- 
gymen.

As Garabedian, the Boston attorney who 
represents Carney, observes: “The Boston 
archdiocese has always been aggressive in 
these cases. Why should we expect an entity 
that allowed children to be raped for decades 
to act rationally?” 

We shouldn’t, of course. Yet the archdio- 
cese has steered litigation in a particularly 
nasty direction in the more-celebrated suits 
Because Gregory Ford and Paul Busa, two of 
the alleged victims of the notorious priest 
Paul Shanley, have refused to participate in 
past moratoriums, lawyers on both sides 
have taken dozens of depositions in their 
cases. Church attorneys have traveled the 
country, deposing the victims’ therapists as a 
way to undermine their credibility. Last May, 
Newman, who is the attorney for both Ford 
and Busa, had to represent Ford family 
members in 20 or so depositions averaging 
up to eight hours in length — depositions he 
calls “very intense, very rancorous.” His col- 
league, Eric MacLeish, has caught the 
Church’s legal representatives recording his 
speeches in an attempt to convince the court 
to “gag” him from discussing the Ford case. 

Church attorneys have even publicly cast 
doubt on the reputations of Ford and his 
family. On April 8, while arguing for a court 
motion in the case, they suggested that Ford 
had once been raped by his 
own father, Rodney — an 
accusation that the 
family denies, but

As Newman sees it, this type of “base- 
less accusation” crosses the line between a 
legitimate defense and dirty practices. When 
it comes to the Shanley suits, at least, the 
archdiocese has made it clear that, as he 
says, “it’s a scorched-earth policy.” 

Church attorneys, for their part, dismiss 
the notion that the Boston archdiocese has 
gone full throttle while defending itself against 
the pending sex-abuse lawsuits. Timothy 
O’Neill, a Boston attorney who represents 
some Church supervisors in the civil suits, in 
the 








cluding those of Ford and Busa, describe 
archdiocese’s legal strategy as “schizc 
phrenic.” On the one hand, Church leaders 
are striving to be pastoral toward the victims 
by, for instance, taking 
depositions in the Ford 
and Busa cases only after 
the victims moved closer 
to trial. On the other 


exercising their right to 
wage a legal defense by 
pursuing arguments 
meant to get the cases thrown out. “I suppose 
the Church could just roll over and do noth- 
ing in response,” O'Neill says facetiously. He 
adds, “It would be totally unfair to character- 
ize the archdiocese as being aggressive. If 
anything, it’s been the exact opposite.” 

Another Church attorney, who asked not 
to be named, puts it this way: “Any attorney 
worth his salt would be taking these deposi- 
tions, yet it’s labeled as ‘outrageous’ and 
‘super-aggressive’ when the Church does it. 
To say the Church has been overly aggressive 
is either disingenuous or ill-informed. Every- 
body is equal under the law.” Church 
lawyers point out that attorneys for alleged 
clergy-sex-abuse victims have been just as 
vigorous. MacLeish and Newman, in partic- 
ular, have deposed Bernard Cardinal Law, 
and won the release of 45,000 pages of in 
ternal archdiocesan files. Recently, they suc- 
ceeded in unsealing the psychiatric evalua- 
tions of 87 priests accused of sexual assault. 
And MacLeish has made a name for himself 
with his PowerPoint presentations to the 

local and national press. 

To be fair, the Boston archdiocese has 
had to grapple with the real problem of 
shoring up enough money to end what 
amounts to an unparalleled number of 
lawsuits. Church officials may want a 

global settlement, but they have to fig- 
ure out how to limit the archdiocese’s 
liability. If they resolve, say, 20 
cases for $10 million — at 
$500,000 per victim — does

To victims and their advocates, though 
the archdiocese appeared simply to continue 
its half-hearted response even after Law

If it’s going tc 
demand a favored place in society, critics 
note, it has to adhere to a higher standard 
than Raytheon and General Electric. 

Durso, the victims’ attorney, sums up the 
sentiment best: “The Church wants it both 
ways. It wants to fight these lawsuits like 
anyone else, while saying it’s a charitable in- 
stitution entitled to special protections.

Robert Mugge chases the roots of American music 


6 hether it’s Al Green at his Memphis church, Junior 


Kimbrough at his Mississippi juke joint, or Nathan 
Williams at El Sid-O’s in Lafayette, Louisiana, there’s 
nothing like capturing great 
musicians in front of their own 
crowd, in the places where the 
music they play came from,” says 
filmmaker Robert Mugge. “It’s not 
the same as filming them in front of 
a white university audience in 
Cambridge.” 

Mugge should know. He’s made a 
career of getting the beating heart 
of great American roots music at its 
most soulful and authentic on film 
From an early career as the owner of 
a head shop that doubled as an art-film theater and 
performance space, he transitioned to lively documentary 
filmmaking with a 1976 profile of composer George 


Crumb. Today his well-respected résumé includes Sun Ra: 


A Joyful Noise, the Gil Scott-Heron film Black Wax; Cool 
Runnings: The Reggae Movie, which covers the 1983 
Jamaican Sunsplash Festival; documentaries about Sonny 
Rollins and Rubén Blades; and his two best-known works, 
1984's The Gospel According to Al Green and 1991's 
Deep Blues. 

Three of Mugge’s films form the cornerstone of the 


Museum of Fine Arts’ summer-long blues festival. It begins 


this Saturday with Rhythm 'n’ Bayous: A Road Map to 
Louisiana Music (which screens again this Wednesday) 








and continues on August 9 with his latest work, Last of the 


Mississippi Jukes — both Boston-area premieres.

Tanglewood brings sweet 
music to the Berkshires again 


henever you start to fee! that New York has it over Boston 

— the Yankees’ many championships, more dance, 
better opera, subways that run all night — just remember this: 
we've got Tanglewood. Whatever the appeal of hearing 
amplified operas in Central Park, the attractions of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra's summer home have it beat hands down. 

The BSO’s portion of the Tanglewood season gets under way 
on July 5, when Kurt Masur leads the opening-night concert at 
the Koussevitzky Music Shed. Masur, whose BSO subscription

The now- 
traditional closing concert, Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony, will 
be led by James Conlon on August 24. 

Focusing on the BSO, though, could give you a skewed 
vision of what Tanglewood is really about. For starters, the 
BSO programs can appear staid and conservative if you forget 
that orchestra and conductor here have a fraction of the 
rehearsal time they do in Boston. And you have to look at the 
many other events that go on during the summer to realize 
just how rich and multifaceted a musical experience 
Tanglewood is. Chief among these is the annual Festival of 
Contemporary Music, whose 2003 incarnation runs July 17 
through 21 under the guidance of Robert Spano, who is 
perhaps Tanglewood’s most adventurous presence. This year's 
offerings, an assortment of orchestral, chamber, and solo 
concerts, focus on three composers: George Benjamin, 
Jennifer Higdon, and Gydrgy Ligeti, who’s celebrating his 
80th birthday. Benjamin will be on hand to conduct the 
Tanglewood Music Center Orchestra in his own Palimpsest 1 
& 2 on July 21, a concert that also includes Spano 
conducting Higdon’s Concerto for Orchestra. The ail-piano 
Fromm Concert, on july 20, will include the premiere of 
Benjamin's Shadowlines and a group of Etudes by Ligeti, 
both played by Pierre-Laurent Aimard. Also on this bill, 
Spano and Ursuia Oppens will team up for Olivier Messiaen’s 
ecstatic Visions de |'Amen. 

And don’t forget the many chamber and solo concerts 
taking place in Seiji Ozawa Hal!. On July 24, the great Borodin 
String Quartet plays Shostakovich’s Nos. 11 & 12 and 
Beethoven's third Razumovsky quartet (Opus 59 No. 3). The 
Emerson String Quartet brings some repertoire we haven't 
heard it play yet, including Janatek’s Kreutzer Quartet and 
Smetana’s From My Life Quartet, on July 30. Pianist Piotr 
Anderszewski performs Beethoven's Diabelli Variations, which 
he’s recorded to great acclaim, along with works by Bach on 
July 31. 

But perhaps the most eagerly awaited concerts will be the 
Tanglewood Music Center’s world premieres of chamber operas 
by Robert Zuidam and Osvaldo Golijov in a double bill on 
August 10 and 11. Zuidam’s Rage d’amours is based on the 
story Of Juana La Loca, a 16th-century Spanish queen who 
spent much of her reign in an insane asylum. The composer 
wrote the libretto himself, in old Spanish and old French. 
Soprano Lucy Shelton takes on the title role and TMC faculty 
member Stefan Asbury conducts. Golijov’s Ainadamar, with a 
libretto by David Henry Hwang, chronicles the great Spanish 
playwright Federico Garcia Lorca just days before his murder 
during the Spanish Civil War. The cast includes Dawn Upshaw; 
Spano will conduct.

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The Wilson sisters break in a new Heart 


t's been 10 years since classic-rockers Heart put out 
Desire Walks On (Capitol), their most recent disc of 
new material. During that time, frontwoman Ann Wilson 

and her sister, guitarist Nancy Wilson, recorded and 
toured with their unplugged side project, the 
Lovemongers, and Nancy did the music for husband 
Cameron Crowe’s films (Jerry Maguire, Vanilla Sky). Last 
year, the Wilsons put Heart back together and embarked 
on a summer tour that resulted in a new live album, Alive 
in Seattle (Epic). Now they have an album’s worth of new 
songs that they'll draw from when they perform next 
Thursday at FleetBoston Pavilion 

“We were having a breather from 
the album-tour cycle,” explains Ann 
over the phone from a tour stop in 
Miami. “We finally got to the point 
where we just went, ‘God, we have 
all these songs let’s do it.” We've 
been doing it together since we were 
children, so it was a natural 
magnetism that got us back 
together. It was the first time we had 
been plugged in again in some 
years, so that was a really 
inspirational thing to get really 
physical with it again.’ 

When Heart emerged from Seattle in the mid 1970s, 
Ann’s banshee wail and the band’s Led Zeppelin- 
inspired thunder boogie made them instant rock-radio 
favorites. A decade later, they transformed themselves 
into one of the hottest corporate-rock outfits of the 
1980s with the smash power ballads “These Dreams” 
and “Alone.” Alive in Seattle focuses on the early days, 
making room for showstopping cover songs that include 
the Zep standards “Black Dog” and “The Battle of 
Evermore” and a stomping run through the Sonics’ 
1960s garage-rock classic “The Witch.” 

The cast of characters behind the Wilsons has always 
been something of a revolving door. This time out, the 


sisters are surrounded by two of the biggest hard-rock 
studs of the 1990s: guitarist Gilby Clarke, who replaced 
Izzy Stradlin in Guns N’ Roses, and bassist Mike Inez, 
who has played with both Ozzy Osbourne and Alice in 
Chains. The revamped Heart line-up is rounded out by 
Brian Wilson keyboardist Darian Sahanaja and 
Lovemongers drummer Ben Smith 

“We’ve known Mike for a long time because he was 
part of the big Seattle scene with Alice in Chains,” says 
Ann. “He’s such an incredibly cool guy and a great bass 
player. Finally we went, ‘Why don’t we just ask him to be 
in the band?’” Inez and Smith appear on Alive in 
Seattle, but Clarke and Sahanaja 
are touring with the band for the 
first time this summer. “Nancy 
went out and auditioned a whole 
bunch of guitarists, and of all the 
guys she listened to, she said 
Gilby was the only one that had 
feel. We were looking for 
somebody who was raw and heavy 
He’s so great because he’s kind of 
a star in his own right, but he 
never pulls those kind of cheesy 
star moves. | guess you can tell 
we’re still in our honeymoon phase with the band.” 

Heart are planning on hitting the studio as soon as 
they get off the road; after that, they'll shop the finished 
album around to labels. The four new songs on Alive in 
Seattle find the band recapturing the straight-up rock 
vibe of their early work. “That’s really where we are 
headed, and | think that’s where we live,” Ann affirms. 
“But when you say Heart and rock and roll, you have to 
know that it has the acoustic guitar at its center 
Because whether Nancy is playing acoustic or not, she 
plays every guitar as if it were an acoustic guitar.”

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Out of Africa, an 


somalia 








intriguing, flavorful cuisine

his is the extreme of 

ethnic dining, a small 

storefront restaurant 
where one person at a time 
cooks, busses, and washes 
dishes, and only sometimes 
speaks English. The clien- 
tele are mostly Somali men, 
still more refugees than im- 
migrants. Non-Somali 
neighbors are starting to 
trickle in; soon there will be 
more, as Somalia (which 
used to be Sogal Café) has 
some very good food. Al 
though there is an English- 
language menu, not all of it 
is available every day, and 
it took me three visits to try 
most of it, though I will be 
back for “mufo,” the most 
expensive thing on the 
menu ($9). Each of my vis- 
its was very different, but 
rewarding. 

I thought Somali food 
might be like Ethiopian 
food, but it mostly isn’t 
I’ve been in enough immi- 
grant restaurants to begin 
with the question, “What 
do you have today?” On 
my first visit, the staff was 
a woman in a head scarf 
who spoke very little English. We 
eventually got to a list of “chicken, 
steak, chicken small-small, steak 
small-small, rice, spaghetti, mufo 
After a couple of run-throughs, I de 
cided that “chicken small-small” must 
be some kind of stew. This is, in fact, 
chicken sugar ($7), a wonderful stew 
of diced chicken, green peppers, 
onions, carrots, a fair amount of cel- 
ery, and a few chunks of potato, not 
very spicy, but with intriguing black 
cardamom seeds here and there, and 
a scent of cardamom and coriander

that is not like Indian curry, and also 
unlike the complex spicy sauces of 
Ethiopian and Eritrean food. I was 
offered two kinds of flatbread, and 
managed to wangle both. So I was 
alone in the restaurant with a plate of 
chicken stew, a small salad (iceberg, 
pink tomato, wedge of lime), two 
kinds of flatbread, and a banana. | 
didn’t see any tableware, but this did- 
n’t surprise me since I knew that 
Ethiopian food is eaten by tearing off 
pieces of flatbread and using them to 
pick up bits of stew all with the 
right hand, of course. So | started 
doing that, and the Somali woman 
figured I could feed myself, and went 
back to dishwashing. | also guessed 
that the green stuff in a metal meas- 
uring cup with a spoon in it was hot 
sauce, and it certainly was. Deadly, 
burning hot sauce. 

At this point, a Somali man came 
in, ordered in Somali, and ended up 








with a slightly smaller version of the 
same lunch. He set right to work, 
making neat packages with the flat- 
bread. One of the flatbreads was a 
crépe close enough to the injera in 
Ethiopian restaurants that it is called 
something like “injeera.” The other 
was a flaky flatbread more like an In 
dian roti. | was not surprised to run 
out of flatbread two-thirds of the way 
through my stew. I’ve never been that 
efficient eating with flatbread, and I 
get dangerously full in Ethiopian 
restaurants. To start up a conversa- 
tion, I passed the hot sauce to the 
Somali guy, and we had a nonverbal 
(but entirely clear) laughing discus- 
sion of just how spicy it is. I also 
gathered from watching him that at 
least one Somali uses the banana as a 
mid-meal foil for the hot sauce. Good 
idea. 

I then got up and negotiated for 
two more injeera, and meanwhile 
discovered a fork hidden under my 
napkin. 

At my second lunch, there was a 
multiracial table of young Americans. 
| ordered beef stew ($7, $8 with 
steak) and rice, but things slowed 
down considerably as the man in 
charge (who spoke better English) 
dealt with the other table. They were 
having beef stew, chicken cutlets, 
and a tremendous platter of rice so 
aromatic I could smell it 10 feet 
away. The rice is basmati, and lightly 
spiced to reinforce the fragrant 
aroma of Indian rice. It may be the 
best rice you can buy in Boston. The 
beef stew is cut into small dice, with- 
out vegetables, and is rather salty, 
with a ‘slight aroma of cinnamon. You 
could serve it in a Haitian restaurant. 
You could serve it in a Vietnamese 
restaurant. You could serve it in a 
Malaysian restaurant, which may be 
the story, since Malay traders have 
brought rice and spices to East 
Africa for millennia. 


By now, I was getting confi- 
dent about Somalia, and invit- 
ed a friend who is a major hot- 

sauce aficionado. We came in 
at the beginning of lunch hour 
and found a couple of Somali 
men seated at empty tables, 
drinking a kind of lemonade 
($1). It isn’t on the menu, and 
it had an interesting bitterness, 
perhaps from limes, perhaps 
from sour orange. Somalia also 
has some sodas and bottled 
Poland Spring ($1). The staff 
was a different woman in a dif- 
ferent head scarf, but it seemed 
like all she had was steak ($7), 
beef stew, and chicken ($7) 
We ordered steak and chicken 
with spaghetti, the third line of 
starch, apparently brought to 
Somalia by Italian colonists 

While we waited, we worked 
on tiny dabs of the hot sauce. It 
seems to be made daily with 
fresh green chilies, probably re 
ally hot ones like serranos or 
habaneros. The burn is ling 
ing, so a minor dab will season 
most of a lunch. However, An 
glos simply cannot use the hot 
sauce. Anglo children can feast 
on the spaghetti, which comes 
with a sauce of tomato, green 
pepper, onions, and a little 
meat. One of the Somali men 
explained to us that the banana 
goes with the spaghetti. We had two 
bananas each, which might have been 
compensation for no salad that day 
The spaghetti really would have been 
enough, but we had a small plate of 
chicken-fried (i.e., fried in breading) 








steak cutlets, and another of a chicken 
leg quarter, perhaps poached and 
pan-fried, since it was very bland 
Bland Somali food was not what I ex- 
pected, but it certainly worked well 
with the hot sauce and a little banana. 

The restaurant apparently has no 
desserts, and the only listed appetiz- 
ers are sambuse ($1.50 with meat, 
$1.25 vegetarian), stuffed pastries es- 
pecially popular during Ramadan 
The restaurant is open long hours, 
but things run out. When I dropped 

n once at 9:45 p.m., there was noth- 
ing left but fish and spaghetti. The 
breakfast menu includes eggs 
($4.50), home fries ($1), and beans 
($5), but also two kinds of beef and 
one of chicken. Somalia is a land of 
Muslim herders, and Somalis expect 
meat at every meal 

Service at Somalia is pleasant, but 
lags when the place gets busy. It is a 
simple storefront painted pale yellow, 
with mismatched formica counters, 
some red-checked tablecloths (the 
Italian influence again?) and some in 
blue, and lace curtains on the win- 
dows. There evidently have been some 
lessons in American business practice 
at the Somali Development Center 
next door, as a sign in English reads: 
5/1/03 ATTENTION: NO MORE FOOD 
LOAN. CASH ONLY. THANKS. MANAGE- 
MENT. I don’t know if Somali-Ameri- 
cans will take up the restaurant trade 
(many are grocers in Seattle), but I 
hope they do. Their meat-and-multi- 
starch cuisine fits right in with Ameri- 
can norms. | can’t wait to see what 
Somali cooks do with potatoes. &

Auteuil brings 
to the role a perfect blend of vanity and 
self-loathing, and until the anticlimactic 
ending, Bonitzer balances the flamboyance 
of Bertrand Blier with the icy absurdity of 
Luis Bufuel. 

Almost capitalizing on its promising title 
is Anne Fontaine’s Comment j’ai tué mon 
pere/How I Killed My Father (2000; July 
12 at 6:25 p.m. and July 24 at 4 p.m.), a 
dour and icy look at Oedipal woes. Spectral 
Charles Berling plays Jean-Luc, a doctor 
who's made his fortune selling human 
growth hormone, Botox, and other snake oil 
to the aging bourgeoisie in Versailles. Like 
Bruno, he’s racked by self-loathing, not be- 
cause he clings to a defeated ideology but 
because he’s become so successful exploit- 
ing the victorious one. His disgust with his 
empty wealth and trophy wife (Natacha 
Régnier) comes to the fore when his father 
(Michel Bouquet), who abandoned the fam- 
ily long ago to serve as a missionary doctor 
in Africa, returns with sinister intentions. A 
brisk ct 
a chilling look at the ambivalence of father- 
hood, it’s an entertaining little melodrama 
nonetheless. 

Approaching the discontents of the fami- 
ly man from a different direction is Nicole 
Garcia’s L’adversaire/The Adversary 
(2002; July 20 at 12:30 p.m. and July 26 at 
2:30 p.m.). Self-loathing still intact but 
with none of the carefree nihilism that put a 
spring in his step in Petites coupures, Daniel 
Auteuil returns as Jean-Marc, a seemingly 
respectable husband and father of two who 
responds badly when people start to suspect 
that he isn’t what he appears to be. Based 
on the same true story that inspired Lau- 
rent Cantet’s more austere and powerful 
Lemploi du temps/Time Out (2001), Gar- 
cia’s version explores the gray areas of 
memory and identity with its sinuous 
chronology but in the end succumbs to 
generic expectations 

Yet another spin on the father/son rela-

The tipoff was the giveaway goodies at the promotional screening. They were Nivea 
grooming products — for men. That's when | realized that Elle Woods, hot-pink-clad 
gitly-girl who sees life as a tapas party, and who can solve any problem with her superi- 
or knowledge of hair care, is really a gay man trapped in Reese Witherspoon's tiny 
frame.

When Elle, now a congressional aide pushing an animal-rights bill, gets her first taste 
of DC, she gushes, “This is just like C-Span, only I'm not bored.” Well, | was. Maybe 
that’s because the plot — “Mr. Smith Goes to Washington and Gives Everyone a 
Makeover” — is less compelling than Elle’s transformation in the first movie from pas- 
sive plaything into assertive Lawyer Barbie. Or maybe it’s because new director Charles 
Herman-Wurmfeld (Kissing Jessica Stein) has little visual panache or sense of rhythm; 
scenes linger as if someone had forgotten to turn off the camera after everyone left the 
room. (See, it is just like C-Span.) Witherspoon remains delightful and indefatigable, but 
as the star and producer, she should have made sure LB2 was as glossy and bouncy 
as its predecessor.

SINBAD: LEGEND OF THE SEVEN SEAS 


Not much of the original swashbuckling sailor from the Arabian Nights remains in this 
animated incarnation. He’s not even Arabian; rather he’s from Syracuse, a name Ameri- 
cans are more likely to link with this year’s NCAA basketball champs than with the Sicil- 
ian city state of antiquity. Brad Pitt voices a dudish version of the title hero, who as the 
story begins is pirating the priceless Book of Peace (the Roadmap having apparently 
proving unsatisfactory) from the ship of childhood friend Proteus (Ralph Fiennes voicing 
not the morphing god but the heir to the Syracuse throne, a la Prince of Egypt). Eris 
(Michelle Pfeiffer), goddess of mischief, intervenes and takes the Book for herself back 
to Tartarus (the land where your teeth go if you don’t floss). 

So Sinbad must undergo a Odysseus/Jason-and-the-Argonauts kind of quest (deadly 
rocks called the “Dragons’ Teeth” haunted by sirens, for example) to recover the Book, 
with the help of Proteus’s feisty fiancée, Marina (Catherine Zeta-Jones), her presence 
enabling him to prove that though he likes to hang out with the guys, Sinbad is still a real 
man. This formulaic pastiche directed by first-timer Patrick Gilmore and Aniz heimer Tim 
Johnson packs few surprises, and the dreary dialogue and shtick offer rare laughs (my 
favorite lines: “How did he get carrots?” and “Put a shirt on before you poke someone’s 
eye out”). Sinbad and company pale in interest before the gorgeous background land- 
scapes and such wonders as an island that becomes a waking leviathan. (86 minutes) At 
the Boston Common, the Fenway, the Fresh Pond, and the Circle and in the suburbs.

SWIMMING POOL 


This elegant suspense piece from Francois Ozon (Sous le sable/Under the Sand, 8 
femmes/8 Women) stars Charlotte Rampling as a successful, ill-tempered British mys- 
tery novelist whose publisher lends her his house in Provence so she can work on her 
next book. She’s dismayed to find that she must share the place with the publisher's nu- 
bile daughter (Ludivine Sagnier), who is given to bringing home older men and having 
loud sex with them. Then she becomes interested in the girl as possible source material 
for her novel, and mayhem erupts. 

Ozon is, as always, a remote, mechanical director with a dry and cold style, a neat 
stack of chips on each shoulder, and every intention of keeping several sinuous steps 
ahead of his characters and his audience. Here, his chilliness is perfectly suited to the 
ambiguous relationship between the two main characters. The flat, airy, sinister quality 
he generates (as in Sous /e sable, which is probably still his best film to date) remains 
interesting and pleasurable, if not deeply compelling. Rampling’s performance gets bet- 
ter as her character loosens up, and the plot reversals in the last section will fuel many a 
post-film conversation.

TERMINATOR 3: 
RISE OF THE MACHINES 


“Levity is good,” notes Arnold Schwarzenegger's Terminator model T-101. “It relieves ten- 
sion and the fear of death.” How true. It also makes Terminator 3: Rise of the Machines 
the best of the film-franchise entries of this dreary summer. 

The movie follows the same pattern as the previous two (from 1984 and 1991, one 
Terminator for each Republican administration) — but then, the time-travel premise 
does draw on notions of repetition compulsion and the eternal return. The post-apoca- 
lyptic machine tyranny of the future sends the latest model Terminator — the lovely T-X 
(Kristanna Loken), who has the mercurial powers of T2s failed assassin and also sports 
a flame-throwing right arm and a smart rust-colored leather suit — to the present day to 
destroy John Connor (whiny Nick Stahl), the savior-to-be of the human race. The hu- 
mans of the future, once again, send back as Connor's protector Schwarzenegger's 
dogged cyborg. Connor, Arnold, and not-so-innocent bystander Kate Brewster (Claire 
Danes) fight and flee and try to prevent the end of the world. Along the way they dis- 
close and discover the twists of fate and, an overlong chase scene or two excepted, the 
pleasures of trenchant storytelling. 

Director Jonathan Mostow, replacing T2s self-indulgent James Cameron, is an in- 
spired choice: machines features in the lead roles of his Breakdown and U-577, and his 
flair for mechanics allows him to restore the black humor and subversiveness of the 
original Terminator. As for Arnold, he’s definitely back, and let's hope his faith in levity is 
not as obsolete as T-101's technology.

The Music Hall Follies in Portsmouth, plus the Saigon

ayard Nicholas, the surviving member 
of the famous tap-dancing Nicholas 
Brothers, is 88 years old. When he 
came out for the closing number of the 
Music Hall Follies at Portsmouth Music Hall 
Saturday night, he seemed barely able to 
walk. After five minutes of talk and song, he 
was jiving across the stage, chipper as a 50- 
year-old. Dancers, like troupers in any pro- 
fession, can put life in 
their creaky old bones 
when the occasion calls 
for it. But tap dancers 
are masters at develop- 
ing ways to keep their 
stage lives going when 
the legs give out.

Bob Thomas, who bills himself as a 
physical comedian, MC’d the show, intro- 
ducing the performers and instructing the 
audience when to cheer and boo while a 
leggy girl in a waitress costume set 
placards identifying the acts. Apart 
nine headliners, there were interludes (extra 
skits, monologues, and dance numbers), and 
peculiar characters ambled through at ran- 
dom, like the woman with the empty dog 
leash and the man with the oversized but 
terfly net who seemed to be chasing her. Al- 
though there weren't any magicians, aerial- 
ists, or trained canaries, the bill of fare did 
include a dancing cow and a quartet of 
teenagers rendering garbled Shakespeare 
with wonderful conviction. 

After the cow and the farmer who tried to 
milk her (“Fritz & Elsie”) came “Ham & 
Legs,” with Overton as a grinning tap dancer 
accompanied by a man who sang “I Can’t 
Give You Anything But . . . Gloves” and then 
presented her with a pair from the guitar case 
in which he’d carried his ukulele. The man 
looked suspiciously like tapper Josh Hilber- 
man, though he was called something else in 
the program. To beef up the cast of charac- 
ters, the company members all appeared in 
several roles and disguises during the per- 
formance. Hilberman closed the first half of

Unlike 
Jimmy Carter, whose political 
career was ignited in part by 
his relationship to the Allman Bros., and Bill 
Clinton, who used MTV and his saxophone 
to win youth votes, front-runners like 
Dukakis, Gore, and Lieberman have alienat- 
ed themselves from popular culture. 

Both Gore and Lieberman have played 
prominent roles in vilifying free expression in 
film, music, and video games and on the In- 
ternet. Despite their claptrap to the contrary, 
they have sought to censor these modes of 
artistic expression, or to prevent teenagers 
the population preoccupied with movies, 
CDs, and video games — from getting ac- 
cess to them.

For most of the book, Goldberg presents 
us with events and impressions that underline 
his points. But for Lieberman, he offers an 
assessment of character that is worth consid- 
ering as 2004 approaches.

Not only is 
he one of the most conservative Democrats 
with a national profile, but his self-righteous-

I realized I was going to 
change my life at that Morphine concert.” 
After the show, she werit behind the club and 
met Sandman as the band were loading out. 
“1 don’t know if he was just striking up a 
conversation or had some kind of inkling, but 
he asked me, ‘Are you a musician?’ | ended 
up telling him where I was at, and he tilted 
his head and looked at me kind of sideways,

Sandman advised her to check out Cam- 
bridge, and in 1996 she did move there. 
What's more, she pulled together a dream 
line-up for Black Feather Wings. Colley plays 
saxophone all over the album, and the drum 
mer is Jerome Deupree, Morphine’s original 
sticksman. They're joined by guitarist/ pianist 
Jim Moran. Deupree’s swinging, spare style of 
propulsion and Colley’s low-toned sonorities 
make comparisons with Morphine inevitable 

But careful listening reveals that Ortiz has 
evolved her own style as a talented poet since 
her self-released 2000 recording Stopline. 
Her songs, whether spirited kissoffs like “I'll 
Take a Cab” or pure narrative like the post- 
one-night-stand “Early Train,” are full of vi- 
brant detail. The original blues tune “Careful 
What You Wish For” reveals her true range 
as a singer: Ortiz likes to keep her voice low 
for most numbers, and that adds to the sultry 
ambiance, but on “Careful What You Wish 
For” she unveils her upper register, with deli- 
cate phrasing and subtle control. 

Although Black Feather Wings is an excel- 
lent album, Bourbon Princess are best straight 
up — live. That’s where Ortiz’s stories get a 
boost from her energy as a performer, and 
where her musicianship is on fiery display. As 
she relates intricate tales like the bleak over 
dose narrative “Stretcher,” she negotiate ef- 
fortlessly the twists of the fretless bass. The 
instrument’s slithery tones work almost as a 
second vocalist, harmonizing with her vocals 
as Deupree keeps things 
afloat 

You wouldn’t know it 
from watching her, but 
playing a fretless bass 
while singing is, as Ortiz 
admits, no easy task. “I 
find it really, really hard 
and I've worked really 
hard to be able to do it. 
But | can’t even listen to a 
fretted instrument now.

NORAH JONES AND 
GILLIAN WELCH: 
SONGBIRDS 

OF A FEATHER 


Norah Jones is the smooth-voiced 24- 
year-old daughter of the world-famous 
sitar player Ravi Shankar, a jazz- 
trained pianist who grew up in Texas, 
studied piano at the University of 


North Texas, cut her teeth 
playing in Charlie Hunter’s 
band, and scored a solo deal 
with the jazz-oriented label 
Blue Note, which retained the 
legendary jazz producer Arif 
Mardin to give his touch to her 
now platinum-selling, Gram- 
my-winning 2002 album Come 
Away with Me. The LA-raised, 
35-year-old Gillian Welch is a 
Berklee School of Music grad- 
uate who fell in love with the 
old-time sounds of the Carter 
Family, Stanley Brothers, and 
the Louvins, moved to 
Nashville with her musical 
soulmate David Rawlings, and 
helped spark a revival of the 
kind of country music that’s 
about as familiar on Music 
Row as Fischerspooner 
through her involvement with 
the Grammy-winning sound- 
track to the Coen Brothers’ 
2000 film O Brother, Where Art 
Thou? (Universal) and the

The latter may 
provide the album’s most vulnerable mo- 
ment, one packed with more faith and resig- 
nation than a hundred songs by Jars of Clay. 
Welch doesn’t so much cover the tune as in 
habit it. Likewise, without her sounding the 
least bit quaint or patronizing, the original 
“No One Knows My Name” has the dusty 
sound of a song written in Appalachia circa i 
1934. Even when she uses archaic expres- 4 
sions (“took me to my rest,” “by-and-by”), 
she pulls them off with enough wit to turn a 
simple backwoods folk song into a stark 
meditation on identity. On the harmonized 
choruses, her voice melts into Rawlings’s so ; 
perfectly, you wish there were more oppor- 
tunities for them to sing together. It’s a 
minor quibble — too little of a good thing 
As an album that makes perfect listening for 
late nights and rainy days, Soul Journey may 
not be that rock-and-roll.

Cobra Verde and My Dad Is Dead

etkovic knows something about how 

the West was won. Open a package 
from Cobra Verde’s frontman a few days be- 
fore US troops cross the Iraqi border and 
what falls out? Not just a copy of Easy Lis 
tening (MuscleTone), the band’s latest 
album, but a scribbled note: “Hey Hey . . . I 
didn’t know ‘coalition,’ ‘freedom,’ and ‘lib- 
eration’ could mean so many things.” It’s 
not surprising that Petkovic would be tuned 
into the exigencies of Bush-speak: in non- 
rock life, he writes for the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. More interesting is the way the best 
songs on Easy Listening are driven by the 
sense that the rot at the heart of public lan- 
guage has begun to spread to private life 

Take “Terrorist,” which was first recorded 

in 1997 for a split seven-inch with Guided 
by Voices. (An earlier Cobra Verde line-up 
doubled as Robert Pollard’s backing band.) 
After September 11, most bands would have 
buried that title faster than a Dixie Chicks 
disc at a Pat Buchanan bulldozer rally. But 
this re-recorded version finds Cobra Verde 
reveling in it: dissonant guitar figures clash- 
ing with T. Rex swagger as Petkovic, front 
and center, stammers “I’m your t-t-t-t-ter- 
rorist” with Daltreyesque relish. The word's 
significance blurs, though, as Petkovic’s per- 
sona takes on multiple dimensions.

bridge, the music collapsing around him 
he’s a down-in-flames lover (“You shot me 
full of soul”).

The more recently written songs are more 
tightly controlled but no less potent. “My 
Name Is Nobody” celebrates cipherhood 
with a bubble-weight sing-along chorus that 
suddenly downshifts into darker, harsher 
verses: “I tried to kiss the Devil/But I had no 
soul to sell.”

You can imagine 
Kramer hearing Cobra Verde as kindred 
spirits on the strength of the opening track 
alone.
